them have YSeen published and reforred to from
time v time in these colomns,

It 15 feurful to read of such things in America:
Amerrea, which exists in the imagiuntion of the
world nsthe Inud of plenty—the land ol burst-
ing granarice—toe land of corp aud wine and
oll; Americn, which is ready to 1eed all the rost
ol muukimd, and which necds but to hear the
ery of distress from auny part ot the elobe 1o
send forth e ships, lnden with bounteous sup-
plies, to be distributed freely to all who ure
needy.

The sufferers in this instaonee, 100, were our
OWn countrymen and our own country women.
They woere Americans born, and belongiug to
the Tntely hanghty, lately rieh, Iately “Sunny
south.” " Years neo they were rebels, it 15 true,
bot—well, should that steel us agdinst sympathy
with suflerine, or lemd those who dwell in
abundance to look coldly on the distress ol deso-
late women and elaldren?

We do not doubt, that now a movement [or
rellef his been begun, there will be a prompt
presentation of relisble reports to the pushe,
and such efforts as will at onee meet the neces-
gities of the cuge, The beneticrnoe of ouwr citi-
gons requires no other stimulus than the
kunowledge that il is needed.
